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Don’t “poke at the judge,” 
Jones tells lawyers 

Circuit Judge Tom Jones last Friday issued a strong 
notice to attorneys who might appear before him that they 
would be held in contempt and sent to jail if they did not fol¬ 
low proper procedure. 

Jones read from a prepared statement that attorneys should 
argue the facts of the law in a case, but they are not to “criticize 
policy or compare his court to other jurisdictions.” 

He warned for them to not, “poke at the judge.” 

He said he was familiar with the law concerning contempt. 
“I’ve got quite a bit of experience on contempt law,” he 
said. 

Jones did not say why her was reading the statement other 
than by doing so each time court is held he could then “legally 
incarcerate an attorney.” 

He did say two individuals had led him to making the an¬ 
nouncement, but he did not identify them. 

Jones then went on with criminal rule and motion hour. 

Nicholas Holland (1992) pled guilty to two counts of sexual 
abuse in the first degree of a victim under 12 years of age. 

The Commonwealth recommended 10 years, with Holland 
having to serve 85 percent, or eight and a half years. He must 
also complete a sex offender program, and be registered as a 
sex offender for the rest of his live. 

There were two victims. 

Holland is to be sentenced January 17. 

Jamie Law (1986) pled guilty to second-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance, and is to be sentenced January 17. 

The Commonwealth recommended two years, which Jones 
could reject. 

He did that in the three cases of David Johnson (1968). 
Johnson is charged with one count of first-degree trafficking 
in each case. 

Johnson’s attorney, Michael Eubanks, had reached an agree¬ 
ment with the Commonwealth for probation, but Jones let it 
be known in previous hearings that he would not necessarily 
agree with that. 

Either another agreement must be reached or the cases 
will go to trial. 

Lelia Coldwell (1987) had failed a drug test, and had her 
bond revoked. The charge is first-degree trafficking. 

Wendell Alan Turner (1969) had also failed a drug test. He 
is to be sentenced December 20. The charges are two counts 
of first-degree trafficking. 

Olympia Ross (1983) is also to be sentenced December 
20. She is free on bond until that sentencing, but agreed to 
the “hammer clause.” That means if she fails to appear or 
commits another offense while out she must serve 10 years. 
The charge is first-degree trafficking in one case and theft of 
a controlled substance, possession of a controlled substance 
in the third degree and drug paraphernalia in another case. 

Christopher Scotty Horn (1970) admitted to violating the 
conditions of his bond, and was sent to jail. The charge is 
first-degree trafficking. 

Laura N. Osborne (1989) admitted to violating the condi¬ 
tions of her bond. She was sent to jail. The charges are first- 
degree possession of a controlled substance, second-degree 
possession of a controlled substance, drug paraphernalia and 
promoting contraband in the first degree.

Responding to recent criticism of food pro¬ 
grams she manages, Lisa Fox Moore told the Enter¬ 
prise Tuesday that she would help anyone if they meet 
the guidelines and fill out the proper forms.

Moore said that 337 clients are helped in that pro¬ 
gram, which is held the first Money of the month. 

To qualify, a family of two must not make more 
than $1,254 per month. 

Moore said that many of the senior citizens also 
take care of their grandchildren.

This Friday, November 22, marks the 50 th 
year since President John F. Kennedy was shot 
to death in Dallas, TX. 

Beattyville’s direct connection to that event 
passed away just a few short years ago. 

Malcolm Kilduff, former editor of The 
Beattyville Enterprise, was the deputy press 
secretary to the president at the time of the 
assassination. 

It fell to him to make the announcement 
that President Kennedy died at approximately 
1 p. m. Central Standard Time. 

For years after that, he was interviewed by 
national, regional and local news organiza¬ 
tions about that day. 

Anyone who was alive on November 22, 
1963 and aware of anything can remember 
where he or she was when he or she heard 
the news. 

Insurance agent Marcia Thomas says she 
was on the playground at Beattyville Elemen¬ 
tary. She was in the fifth grade. 

“I guess I was running and flirting with 
boys,” she said Monday. “All of a sudden our 
teacher, Udell Jackson, said, ‘Boys and girls 
we have an announcement. Our president has 
just been assassinated.’ I didn’t understand 
what that meant, and so she explained that he

had been shot in the head. 

“I had two or three girlfriends, and we all started crying. I guess 
because we didn’t know what else to do.” 

Thomas said she was scared. She didn’t know what might hap¬ 
pen. 

Lucille Lumpkins was a freshman at Lee County High School. 

She said she was in the library, “And it seems like someone told 
the librarian.” 

The librarian 
then told the stu¬ 
dents. 

“I was terrified,” 
she said. 

She says she 
remembers that 
entire weekend 
because the whole 
event played out 

on television. 

Of Kennedy she said, “I think he was one of the great minds 
of our time.” 

Johnny Dunahoo was in the fourth grade. 

However, that day he was home from school because he had 
hurt his eye when he had fallen on an ax. 

“I saw mommy crying,” he said 
of that day. 

He wanted to watch cartoons on 
television, but the news of the as¬ 
sassination was the only thing being 
televised. 

He said he believes that if Kennedy 
had lived, “We might not have been 
in Vietnam. He stopped those Rus¬ 
sians (referring to the 1962 Cuban

Grand Jury indicts four 


The Lee County Grand Jury last Friday returned 
indictments against four people. 

Lester Caudill, 40 of Boone Avenue, is charged with 
receiving stolen property under $10,000. 

Caudill is alleged to have had in his possession on Oc¬ 
tober 23, 2013 a farm gravity bed wagon that had been 
reported stolen by Wallace Taylor. 

Constable Jonathan Shuler was the witness before the 
grand jury. 

Elizabeth Brandenburg, 68 of Laurel Fork Road, is 
charged with one county of trafficking in a controlled 
substance in the first degree. 

Brandenburg is alleged do have sold 11 oxycodone 30 
mg. pills to a confidential informant on April 18, 2012. 

Joe Lucas of the Kentucky State Police was the witness 
before the grand jury. 

Ashley McIntosh, 30 of Proctor Bottom Road, is charged 
with manufacturing methamphetamine, public intoxication 


with a controlled substance and possession of a controlled 
substance. 

McIntosh is alleged to have had one active and one inac¬ 
tive meth labs in her vehicle on October 17, 2013. She is 
also alleged to have been smoking meth, and to have been 
in possession of it. 

Lee County Sheriff Wendell Childers was the witness 
before the grand jury. 

Rebecca Chambers, 31 of Zoe, is charged with two 
counts of trafficking in a controlled substance in the first 
degree. 

Chambers is alleged to have sold two oxycodone 30 mg. 
pills to a confidential informant on September 25, 2012. 
She is also alleged to have sold 12 oxycodone 30 mg. pills 
to a confidential informant on November 21, 2012. 

Joe Lucas of the Kentucky State Police was the witness 
before the grand jury. 


Moore defends 

Those who partake in the program receive two containers 
of juice, two containers of milk, two containers of cereal, 
canned vegetables, a canned meat, a pasta and fresh pro¬ 
duce, usually potatoes. 

The second program, which is “regular commodities,” 
serves 150. It is now housed at Beattyville Housing, but 
will soon move to the emergency shelter across the road 
from the Beattyville sewage treatment plant. 

There are no income guidelines for this program, Moore 
said. However, the same senior citizens who receive 
help at Happy Top may also participate in this program. 
Moore said she sees “a lot” of people who take part in 
both programs. 

It is usually held on the third Tuesday of the month. 

The third program is called the “Emergency Food 
Box.” 

Moore estimates that 700 people benefit from this pro¬ 
gram, which is held after the 15 th of each month, when 
food stamps have been depleted. 

Anyone may participate because there are no income 
guidelines. An ID is needed and a moderate amount of 


food programs 

paperwork must be completed, Moore said. 

Moore, through the non-profit organization Helping 
Hands, runs all three programs. The county helps with 
the first one, but volunteers help with the other two. 

“I need more volunteers,” she said. 

The first two programs are funded by God’s Pantry from 
Lexington. The second one also includes Helping Hands 
funding. The third one is fully funded by Helping Hands. 
That money comes from grants, fundraising events, “and 
the sweat of my brow,” Moore said. 

She said the mission of Helping Hands is, “No one this 
county will go hungry.” 

To those who criticize the programs, Moore says, “I 
follow the rules and guidelines that are provided to me 
by God’s Pantry and the rules we have at Lee County 
Helping Hands. 

“I have compassion for people and I would be willing to 
try my best to help anyone if they contact me.”

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LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

As Highway Funds Tighten , 
States Turning to Tolls to 
Pay for Construction, Main¬ 
tenance 

In less than two weeks, 
millions of Americans includ¬ 
ing many Kentuckians will 
take to the highways to visit 
family and friends during the 
Thanksgiving holiday. But 
unlike in years past, the cost 
to maintain and expand our 
highway system is getting 
more challenging. 

During a recent meeting of 
the Interim Joint Committee 
on Transportation, Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary Mike Hancock told 
legislators that the amount 
of funds the commonwealth 
receives through the Federal 
Highway Trust Fund is dimin¬ 
ishing. The annual amount 
Kentucky receives from FHTF 
is around $40 billion annually, 
but Hancock says the purchas¬ 
ing power of federal funds has 
dropped by 37 percent in the 
last twenty years, and will only 
hold half their 1993 purchas¬ 
ing power by 2023. 

Another impact to the Fed¬ 
eral Highway Trust Fund, both 
in Kentucky and other states, 
is that people are driving less. 
According to a recent story 
by Stateline, the University of 
Michigan found that Ameri¬ 
cans drove 5 percent fewer 
miles in 2011 compared to 
2006. The same study also 
cited an increase in the num¬ 


ber of fuel efficient cars, and 
the mandate by the EPA for 
automobiles to achieve an 
average 54.5 miles per gallon 
by 2025. That combination of 
fewer miles driven, plus more 
fuel efficient vehicles, means 
the available federal dollars 
for Kentucky and other states 
is greatly reduced. 

The challenges with reduced 
funding for their road fund 
coffers have forced many 
states to explore the use of tolls 
to pay for upkeep on current 
roads, and construction of new 
roads and bridges. According 
to the National Conference of 
State Legislators, 42 states 
including Kentucky and the 
District of Columbia have 
some type of tolling author¬ 
ity. Illinois is exploring the 
creation of a $1.3 billion toll 
road linking interstates in their 
state to Indiana, and Kentucky 
and Indiana plan to use tolls 
to cover the costs of the Ohio 
River Bridges project in Lou¬ 
isville. The Hoosier State has 
also developed public-private 
partnerships to help cover 
road costs, and the NCSL says 
33 states have such partner¬ 
ships, with 24 other states 
that considered legislation 
creating public-private entities 
in 2013. 

But tolls and public-private 
partnerships have their issues. 
According to the Stateline sto¬ 
ry, Indiana’s Toll Road which 
was privately built and leased 


to the state has seen weak 
revenues and could force the 
project into default. That is 
forcing states to think beyond 
tolls for road funding. Oregon 
is experimenting with a GPS 
system that would require mo¬ 
torists to pay for the miles they 
drive, instead of the amount of 
gallons they purchase. And 
in larger urban areas like 
Washington and Los Angeles, 
drivers can pay a fee to utilize 
express lanes on heavily trav¬ 
eled interstates and loops. 

What is the answer in Ken¬ 
tucky? As yet we don’t know, 
but Secretary Hancock told 
legislators “We have simply 
lived beyond our means.” Un¬ 
til our commonwealth figures 
out a way to get its spending 
under control and explore 
other options besides rais¬ 
ing taxes, we face a future in 
which the drive over the hills 
and through the woods to 
Grandma’s house may not be 
as smooth.

Honoring the Memory of Marine Corps 
PFC Franklin R. Sousley (1925-1945)

In schools across Kentucky, 
programs designed to honor 
the Veterans on November 11 
(Armistice Day), have been 
filed away until next year. The 
musical selections played to 
honor the Veterans will soon 
fade from memory. There is 
a sincere hope that the same 
number of Veterans will return 
to be honored on November 
11, 2014. The students will 
be informed that WWI (“The 
War to End All Wars”) ended 
on November 11, 1918. There 
was the day that the “big guns” 
fell silent across Europe and 
the hostilities ceased. After the 
end of WW I, November 11, 
was declared a day to be set 
aside to honor Veterans. 

However, in Fleming Coun¬ 
ty, Kentucky, the memories of 
Private First Class Franklin R. 
Sousley, US Marine Corps, are 
permanently preserved and 
have not abated.

his memory. PFC Sousley is 
pictured in his dress blues 
uniform beside an American 
flag and a Marine Corps flag. 
His 1941 Fleming County 
High School diploma is dis¬ 
played along with his Bible, 
his Zippo, dog tags, and sand 
from Iwo Jima. Most notable 
is a miniature sculpture of 
the famous photograph taken 
by Joe Rosenthal of the flag 
raising over Mount Suribachi 
during the Battle of Iwo Jima, 
Japan. In this miniature taken 
from the famous photo of the 
flag raising , the first Marine 
depicted is Ira Hayes, followed 
by Franklin Sousley, Michael 
Strank, John Bradley, Rene 
Gaglon, and Harlon Block. 
Along with PFC Sousley, Har¬ 
lan Block would not survive 
Iwo Jima. 

PFC Sousley’s life reads 
like a tragedy. He was bom in 
Hill Top, Kentucky, the second 
child of Merle Sousley (1899- 
1934) and Goldie Mitchell

Sousley (1904-1988). When 
he was two years old his 
five-year-old brother, Mal¬ 
colm, died of appendicitis. 
His dad would pass at age 35 
from severe diabetes. Another 
brother, Julian, would perish 
from a car accident at age 18. 
In essence, Franklin was the 
only male figure left in the 
family. 

He was drafted, but chose 
to join the US Marine Corps. 
Eventually, he arrived on Iwo 
Jima on February 19, 1945. 
He was selected, along with 
five other Marines, to raise 
the flag on Mount Suribachi 
on February 23. After the 
flag was raised, he wrote his 
mother to tell her he was hon¬ 
ored by being selected to raise 
the flag and for her to watch 
for his picture in the paper. 

On March 21, 1945, 
PFC Sousley was killed by 
a Japanese sniper. (He was 
originally selected to return to 
the US to participate in a fund 
drive. However, his company 
commander felt that he was 


still in a war zone and it would 
put many people in harm’s way 
to extricate him.) He was bur¬ 
ied on the island of Iwo Jima. 
Later, his remains were rein¬ 
terred on May 8, 1945, in the 
Elizaville Cemetery in Fleming 
County, Kentucky. 

In 2012, this writer, along 
with his wife and Wendell and 
Lola Booth visited PFC Sous¬ 
ley’s grave and placed a small 
American flag on his grave to 
honor his memory. 

In his May 2013 article in 
“Story” magazine, writer Terry 
Clark states that some have 
said that Franklin Sousley was 
Kentucky’s most famous war 
hero.
